GE RAL GRANT AND THE LOO- 
‘CHOO DIEKFICULTY,

The New York Herald say It now appears 
that the. part taken by General Grant inthe at- 
tempt to sett certain differences, which had 
arisen between China and Japan was well under+ 
stood here long. before Minister Angel called the, 
attention of the State department to the matter. 
Tt was made- known by General Grant himself a 
long letter to President Garfield, setting: forth the 
results of his observations upon the condition of 
inthe East, the relations of these countrics 
to cach other, and the commercial relations of 
cach ta the United States. » It appears that when 
General Grant was requested to use his recognised 
influence between China ‘and nin an ate 
tempt to settle long-standing difficulties in regard 
to a question of jurisdiction ‘over an island, he 
fully explained to.the authorities of both nations 
that he was travelling solely as a private citizen; 
that he had no oficial position and no authority 
above that of any, other citizen of the’ United 
In reply the representatives of both 
Governments made known to him that they were 
fully aware that his official dutics were entirely 
at an cnd, but that each also fully appreciated 
the character of the influence which he possessed, 
both abroad and at home, and on this account 
he was urged to use his influence to bring about 
a satisfactory scitiement ofthe question at issue. 
It is known that General Grant’s letter in re- 
ference to the condition of-our diplomatic and 
consular service in China, ahd” particularly that | 
part of it which relates to Consul General seward, 
was regarded as exceedingly valuable’ by: the

THE’ PANIC ON THE PARIS 
BOURSE.

Referring to the panic on the Paris Bourse 
the Paris correspondent of the’ san Francisco 
Chronicle wires as Yollows:—l'rices on’ the 
Bourse fell rapidly this morning, but afterwards 
partially recovered. Many of the Roman noble- 
men and the Vatican suffer through the fall in 
Union Generale stack, A considerable sum of 
“Peter's Pence” is “reported to be invested in 
shares of that bank, 


The Lyons branch of the Union Generale Bank 
is besieged, If the concern can meet its engaye- 
ments the mischief may be averted ; if it has 
Bourse liahiliies beydnd its powers, still worse 
may be expected. “The Lyons brokers have 
stupped pay nent, and the bankers held a meeting 
last evening to consider the situation, 

On the same date the New York 
Strange to say Wallstreet bank 5 
attach very little importance to the Paris crisis. 
They all admit that the troubles can have no 
bad effect on the American Stock market; on the 
contrary, they are of the opinion that by the weed- 
ing out of wildeat schemes in France, capital 
will seck-its regular channels in England and 
America, A prominent French banker in con. 
versation concerning Union Generale’ said :— 
“The sooner such institutions are wiped out the 
better, I am only sony that my countiy is 
trashing into’ such schemes, some’ of. which 
are absolately without foundation, It isa mis- 
take, however, for the papers to state that 
Union Generale was créated, by Papal authority. 
The only connection -it has with religious’ 
matters is in the ‘fact that a large poriion 
of the moncy init was revenue derived from 
the sale of the Catholic, institutions which 
were closed by order of the Goversament. The 
religious connections of the institution of course 
had some effect in inducing people to invest, but 
it is a mistake to suppose the Pope ever indorsed 
it, Let me tell you first it will do American se- 
curities nutch geod, and for this reason, the ex. 
posure of these thicks of money-making schemes 
will create just so much more floating captitalizing 
investments, The trouble with Generale is a 
death blow to willcat schemes, In a word, the 
moncy will go to English and largely to Ame- 
rican securities.” 


A HAUNTED MAN.

A singular-looking man, who’ stated that his 
naine was Hans Andersen, recently appeared at 
the Thames Police-coutt, for the purpose, as he 
said, of secing if the magistrate could find him 
some work to dv.

When the war was over, not caring to stay in the 
States my longer, he went through Italy, spain, 
and Germany, and .was initiated and made a 
member of the brotherhood of. several secret 
societies in ‘each of those countries.

man 366, Denman, C. J. in delivering judyment, 
lays down “that by the contract, the’ shipowner 
and the master, os his agent, is bound to carry the 
goods fo their destination inthis own ship if not 
prevented from doing so by sume event which he 
has not occasioned, and over which he has no 
control; ! and farther in the course of the same 
judgment the learned Chief Justice says:—"On 
the part ofthe defendant: we were pressed with 
the impulicy of holding out any temptation to 
the shipowner or master to make unnecessary 
transhipment of goods, inconvenience of any 
transhipment whereby the gooits themselves run 
the hazard of damage, the policy of insurance 
may become questioned, and the owner of the 
goods at all events loses the benefit of a convcy- 
ance by that vessel in which he may have sup- 
posed to have confidence and for which at all 
events he has stipulated.’ [ cannot but conclude, 
in view of the cantract contained: in the bills of 
lading before me, that there was an undertaking 
by the defendant to carry the plaintiffs’ goods to 
Hiogo; that there was ‘a stinulation that they 
should be canicd in this particular ship, the 
Santon, to their destination; and that there has 
been a breach of contract by the defendant, in 
ipping and reshipping these goods into 
sels without the authorization of the 
plaintiffs.” ! 
A breach of contract having been thus estab- 
Jished, the question of the damages. resulting 
from such Bre: had then to be considered, 
and apparently involved congiderable difticulty, 
owing to the conflicting nature of the evidence, 
On this point Mr Robertson's conclusions are 
well worthy of special attention, because many 
persons labour under the delusion that a breach 
ofcontract necessarily entails exemplary damages 
without proof of any loss having actually arisen. 
Mr. Robertson ths expounded the law on the 
subject -—" The evidence before me goes to show 
that a considerable portion of the glass and 
glassware forming the subject matter of the 
plaintiffs’ claim had to be removed from the 
Santor's hold at Yokohama to allow of the dis- 
charge of the Yokohama cargo, and that when 
the filling up of the Santea's deck, where the. 
plaintifis’ consignments ‘were at first placed, 
umpeded the further discharge of cargo, these 
consignment were placed, part in lighters for 
transhipment to the ¢laafe, and part-was landed 
| to be reshipped later on inthe Forward Hol It 
is contended on behalf of the defendant (and 1 
have very carcfully considered Mr. MacArthur's 
evidence on this point) that the transhipping and 
reshipping of the goods entailed, or would be 
likely to cause, no more damage than would have 
| resulted from the necessary handling the goods 
must have undergone had they been reshipped 
on board the Saiton for conveyance to Hiogo. 
Viewing the conflicting evidence as to the tran- 
shipment of glassware affecting contracts to 
arrive, otherwise than by the actual breakage 
occasioned, the strong evidence there is 
before me that had these goods been carried 
on to Hiogo in the Sanfon they would have 
undergone the same amount ‘of handling as 
was occasioned ‘by tlicy transhipment in part 
to the Amie, and reshipment in part in the For- 
ward Hol, | find it difficult, sitting as.a jury, to 
decide as to what measures or scale of damages 
to apply in this particular case. On the other 
hand, itis clear that there has been a breach of 
contract by the defendant for. which nominal 
damages would not be an adequate compensa- 
tion. ‘Breakage’ is one of the exceptions in the 
bills of lading before me; and,.had the goods 
been carried on to Hiogo in the Sandon, it 
would have been for the plaintitfs, if they sought 
to make the defendant liable for the breakage, 
to prove that there had been negligence on his 
part in order to exclude him from the benefit of 
the exception as to breakage in the bills of lad- 
ing. But although the evidence is very stron 
that the plaintiffs! consigaments were hand- 
led here with great care, and that the damage, if 
any, would have been equally as-great had they 
been reshipped on board of, and conveyed. to 
Hiogo in, the Sauton, 1 must hold the defendant 
liable for damages other than nominal, having 
regard to the breach of contract on his side in 
not carzying the plaintiffs’ goods to Hiogo in the 
Santon, a8 he had contracted to do.

grant. Of course it is not at: present allowable 
to remark upon the justice or injustice of ‘the. 
‘successful plaintiff in’ stoutly contested action,’ 
involving numerous technicalities, being limit 
‘to the-paltry sum of $25 costs, including Court, 
fees, which; as in the case under notice, may 
absorb the whole amount, but whenever Mr.
